Text of Mellon’s Address. 
Mr. Mellon’s address was as follows: 

Iam glad of this opportunity to visit 
the South, where the cause of tax re+ 
form has received’ such strong and 
valued support. Taxation is a national 
problem. We cannot afford to view it 
from a narrow.or sectional or partisan 
angle. It is economic, rather than pé- 
litical, it its appeal; and we should be 
guided framing our tax policy by 
economic and fiscal, rather than polit- 
ical, considerations. 

This the Treasury has tried to do. 
We have tried to view the country as 
a whole and to advocate a tax policy 
which takes into account the needs of 
the States, as well as the. Federal Gov- 
erAment. 

To me one of the most promising as- 
pects of the whole tax controversy now. 
before the country is the wholesome 
revival of interest in the division .of 
taxing powers between the Federal 
and State Governments. A conference 
on inheritance taxes was: held by the 
National Tax Association at Washing- 
ton in February, at which President 
Coolidge spoke and suggested the de- 
sirability of having the Federal .Gov- 
ernment feave to the States the field 
of inheritance taxes. <A_ nation-wide 
committee will study this question 
during the coming months for the pur- 
pose of formulating, if possible, a 
working basis of cooperation among 
the various States. 

The reason -given by the President 
for his recommendation was that the 
efforts of both State and National 
Governments to tap the same sources 
of revenue in levying death taxes have 
' yesulted in overlapping systems of tax- 
ation, ‘which ose undue burdens 
upon the tax er and at the same 
time threaten the destruction of cer-

He 
said that recent activities of the in- 
creased Coast Guard navy had cut down, 
liquor. landing at least 90 per cent. He 
said that if the Federal cutters and 
picket boats matched the liquor fleet 
ship-for ship and just stood by, the wet 
ships would be driven off by lack -of 
water and food and inability to land 
their contraband. 

With ‘their armaments § glistening 
ominously, the. blocading © flotilla. got 
away at 9:45-A. M. from the Coast 
Guard Base 2 at Piers 17 and 18 at 
Stapleton, Staten Is¥and.” ‘They sailed 
without definite orders—so, far as could 
be ascertained from officers—and were 
reported to be scheduled to get definite 
instructions by wireless tonight. “The 
instructions were to be coded and were 
to be radioed to the cutter Seneca, chos- 
en to aet as last night’s flagship. Every 
effort, it was said, would: be-made to 
keep the movements of the dry. ships a, 
secret until they had reached the posi-. 
tions assigned to them. 

Six cutters, heavily armed and manned 
by crews of seventy each, led the fleet 
out to ‘They were the ~Seneca, 
Gresham, Redwing, Manhattan, Yama- 
craw and Acushnet. © Streaming out be- 
hind the cutters were nineteen picket 
boats, each with-a one-pounder shining 
and ready for service, with the canvas 
jacket unstripped. All of the vessels 
were equipped with machine guns. None 
of the guns is to be used, however, ex- 
cept as a last resort. :

According to a statement issued from 
the law firm which defended the Fur 
Dressers and Fur Dyers*® Association, 
there were 1,010 insolvencies in the 
New York fur trade in the. twelve 
years preceding 1923. Of aggregate 
liabilities exceeding $47,000,000 -the 
creditors received less then 10 per 
cent., so that the net loss was upward 
of $42,000,000. The association has 
been functioning over nine years, yet 
the Government did not introduce a 
single witness to show injury to any 
individual or to the public. 

Many trade associations issue re- 
ports as to overdue accounts, but for 
the most part there has been no agree- 
ment as to action upon them for fear 
of the Anti-Trust law. The ‘present 
decision is the first. to be rendered on 
this point; and should tend to stabilize 
industry by making rules of credit uni- 
form and recognized.

THE SIEGE OF RUM ROW. 

Memories of the great Spring of- 
fensives on the European war fronts 
are stirred by the latest mobilization 
of the Coast Guard fleet against the 
not-so-thin black line of rum-carriers 
that fringes the native shore. “Like 
the armies in Pigardy and Flanders 
Waiting for the end of the rainy season, 


ing for the quieter seas of Summer, 
the shorter nights and higher visibil- 
ity. Fifty armed vessels are entering 
upon an intensive patrol of the war 
zone from Montauk to Cape May. 
From the sturdy language employed 
in the preliminary communiqués there 
is some danger that the careless reader 
may get the impressioh that the en- 
forcement ships are. setting out’ to 
bombard and sink or capture the sup- 
ply ships on Rum Row. That, as it 
happens,’ is against intérnational law, 
which charitably assumes-that the 
booze armada is anchored here on its 
lawful occasiéns. The new offensive 
is obviously to be not an attack but a 
siege. 

Possibly this will he. the “first \ time 
in history when a fleet will be engaged 
in blockading another fleet in the open 
sea. Just.as there is nothing to pre-. 
vent a British or Norwegian schooner 
from .taking up permanent- quarters 
opposite Atlantic City, there is noth- 
ing to prevent a United States Coast 
Guard vessel from/ spending the day 
in cruising nonchalantly und said 
schooner. "The number of -chasers 
must now be fairly equal.to the num- 
ber of liquor ships off the coast, and 
the obvious tactics would be to assign 
to eachnaval unit a single objective.

Hitherto 
the efforts of the anti-rum fleet have 
been eXpended chiefly on open-field 
play... From now on apparently there 
is to be a:concentration of effort along 
the line of scrimmage. : 
Yn; this matching of guard’ ship 
against liquor ship there is no reason 
why the United States Government 
cannot wear out its opponent by sheer 
force of numbers. It costs a pretty 
penny to keep a fleet of fifty rum- 
chasers in commission, but-if Congress 
believes the country was -willing to 
sacrifice a hajf billion dollars in liquor 
revenue for the ‘sake of an ideal it 
would be: absurd to count the addi- 
tional millions fat are needed to 
realize the 4deal.

Play. But it must be taken as a riod 

iece. Its ideas and themes of will and 
reedom and self-realization as we hear 
the characters pronounce them are as 
much of the period of forty years ago 
Las are the costumes from that day. The 
forms of thought in which these people 
= Tesen*s move seem far off and of 

aos teen) epoch of mind. The patterns by 

hich ee their lives and. des- 
tintes at smersholm seem far -more 
outdated than Shakespeare's; they are as 
clearly placed in a long perspective as 
the thought forms of Greek drama. 

The taste of this play of Fbhsen’s, often 
trying enough in its own day to ‘people 
of cultivation, has now become tedious 
and more provincial than ever. How 
these~ two. lovers ‘*Rosmersholm”’ 
stand and argue and explain: They talk 
of the development of their ideas -and 
the sublimation of their ssions- with 
all *the moral particulars ‘of a _ tract. 
They struggle through vast reserves 
and old, deep-bound.suppressions with 
cant phrases and’ solemn concern. In 
sum they lack. taste:from their own side 
and from the-side of the dramatist. The 
statement of the themes and.ar ents 
is wholly bona fide on Ibsen’s part. 
There is no. sign that he himself had 
any different ‘horisen from that of the 
characters. There ‘is no sign that his 
taste is not the taste of Rosmer and 
Re a West. 

Tt theme of ‘‘Rosmersholm,’’ then, 

taken on an intellectual basis, will not 
hold at all. We see these two lovers, 
who have ‘without knowing it passed 
through. a plane of theories about free- 
dom, elevating humanity, sweetness, 
light and self-control, to a place where 
they find themselves faced) with the love 
they feel for each other and with a past 
in which the man’s dead wi led-8n to 
her syicide by Rebecca’ her: elf, who in 
turn has been led by ideas about Ros- 
‘mer’s freedom and mission in the world 
and by her own passion.for him. They 
decide that they must expiate their past 
by doing sedenert upon themselvés; 
they walk into the mill race and are 
drowned, as Beata, the wife, had done. 
There is nothing: inevitable about such a 
conclusion to. this. situation. 
«The motive in ‘‘Rosmersholm,’’ seen 
pein Lo is no more plausible and no more 
admirable thar the act of the friend of 
the Emperor Hadrian. Antinous the 
Bithynian, Who drowned himself to ap- 
pease the oracle, which had safd that 
only the sacrifice of the thing dearest to 
Hadrian could avert disaster. The mo- 
tive in ‘‘Rosmershoim’’ makes no -more 
sense necessarily than that of Sop- 
hocles’s ‘‘Antigone,’’ who risks her life 
that earth may be spread upon her 
brother’s corpse. As a matter of fact, 
it is not even as convincing, since the 
physical horror of the thought that. the 
corpse of/some one we love should lie 
exposed to rot upon the ground is: still 
strong within us, stronger in our very 
bones than any theories of innocence, 
mission and freedom of will and cer- 
tainly more convincing than the prospect 
of two people trying to talk desiré out 
of human love and to make themselves, 
in spite of nature, into some sort of 
super beings, full of harmony, peace 
and morat quiet. 

The Ibsen theme of expiation and of 
self castigation afd -righteous acne 
may /be closer to us perhaps. It

Checks for the bon were issued by 
Watkins & Co. to Dollard & Rossoff and 
re-endorsed by them to the order of the 
City of Long Beach. At the same time, 
it was claimed, Gracy drew city checks 
for 4 per cent. of the value of the bonds 
and delivered them to Dollard & Ros- 
soff, who gave in return their own 
checks in like amount, drawn to the 
City’s order. , / 

It is contended in briefs filed for Rey- 
nolds and Gracy that the exchange of 
checks involved no money payment, and 
that the transaction really saved Long 
Beach between $100,000 and $200,000.
